The lower court found that Schmal- 
ing was guilty of contributory neg- 
ligence. 
Schmaling and Frank Luedtke, 


another Center farmer, were stand- 
ing on the highway about 10:30 on 
the night of the accident. Three = 
power poles had been blown down j 
by a storm and lay across the road, j 
blocking traffic. Several motorists J 
attempted to get by through the! 
ditch "and became mired. When a j 
fourth pole feu, Luedke was in- { 
stantly killed and Schmaling suf- 
fered burns from which he died 
the next morning. 
It was charged by the plaintiff 
that the power company was negli- I 
gent because the first pole that fell 1 
had been damaged in an accident j 
several months previous and had ] 
not been repaired. The weakened j 
pole, it -was charged, caused the oth- 
er poles to falL The power com- j 
pany denied liability and charged I 
Schmaling with contributory negli- j 
gence.

Cud Chewers" Lived : 


Caves of Mountains, of 


Southwest Texas 


Washington—Iff)—Discovery 
of a 


strange race of American cave men 
who "chewed cuds" -was announced 
today by a Smithsonian institution 
expedition just back from Texas. 


These vanished Americans, who 


lived in caves of the mountains of 
southwest Texas previously were 
unknown to science. They form an- 
other link in the chain 
of human 


history in North America that sci- 
entists gradually are forging. 


The ''cuds' these people chewed 


were leaves of variety of cactus, 
said Frank M. Setzler, leader of the 
expedition. They chewed the leaves 
until all the juice was extracted, as 
modem Americans chew gum. He 
found a large accumulation of dis- 
carded half-chewed 
"cuds," with 


human bones and utensils. 


The ancient cave-men apparently 


lived before the days of the white 
explorers, but their exact date is 
uncertain.

The 1932 revenue act signed on 
June 6 by President Hoover and 
designed to raise a total of 83,261,- 
500.000 to meet the government's 
expenses in the 1933 fiscal year, put 
most of the new levies in force to- 
day: 
\ 


Nearly every citizen, from five 


and ten cent store girl clerks to the 
multimillionaire, started contribut- 
ing to the increased levies. 


They apply to a long list of arti- 


cles and "products, ranging from 
candy, chewing gum and electric 
light bulbs to automobiles and con- 
veyances of property. The wealthy 
will be the hardest hit because they 
purchase more of the articles taxed 
and because of increased levies on 
income in the higher brackets. 


The largest part of the new duties 


will be upon articles not taxed 
since the war days. The manufac- 
turer will pay the tax but in a 
number of cases will pass the cost 
along to the ultimate purchaser. 
These levies are designed to raise 
§457,000,000 in revenue. 


The new income taxes are as 


high as those paid in 1921 with the 
normal rate at 4 per cent and 8 per 
cent and the exemptions cut to S2,-

duty of collecting a 2 cent tax on 
every check, draft, or order for the 
payment of money drawn on it and 
presented for Bayment on or after 
June 21, 1932. 


"If the business of leasing of safe 


deposit boxes is carried on, the 
bank is charged under section 741 
of the law with the additional duty 
of collecting a tax amounting to 10 
per cent of the sum paid on or af- 
ter June 21, 1932, for the use after 
such date' of any safe deposit box. 


"The tax levy on such checks, 


drafts and orders is not in the form 
of a stamp tax but is payable by 
charging the amount of the tax 
against any deposit to the credit of 
the maker or drawer of the instru- 
ment 


"The bank, banker, or trust com- 


pany on whom the checks are 
drawn is required to prepare and 
file a return of the tax monthly 
with the collector of internal reve- 
nue. In any case -where doubt ex- 
ists as to the taxability of an instru- 
ment it may be submitted to the 
bureau of internal revenue for a 
ruling. 


"The tax on leases of safe deposit 


boxes is restricted to any vault 
safe, box or receptacle of not more 
than 40 cubic feet capacity. 


"Any bank or other institution 


engaged- in leasing safe deposit box- 
es is required to make monthly pay- 
ment and return of the taxes col- 
lected. 
"The commissioner of internal 


revenue, has prepared a simple form 
of return for use in paying over to 
the collector the taxes collected un- 
der either section of the law. These 
forms will be available at the of- 
fices of the collectors of internal 
revenue at an early date and will 
be mailed by the collectors to the 
various banks."

affair of ours. But Chile has confiscated 
not only the.property of Chileans but 
the property of Americans. If it does 
not pay interest on its loans; and finally 
liquidate the loans, there is removed a 
•great many millions of dollars upon which 
the people of the United States have act- 
ually been paying income taxes to both 
their federal and state governments, as 
well as using the balance of the income 
for the purpose of living or building up 
their own community. 


Thus are the national resources of this 


country depleted by the action of irre- 
sponsible parlies in a tumultuous land to 
our south. 


FEDERAL MONEY TO CITIES 


CMcago shows a vital interest in the 


bfll introduced by Senator Wagner of 
New York, and which has passed the 
senate, authorizing the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation to loan moneys to mu- 
nicipalities, and is prepared to ask for 
about 80 millions, some 60 per cent of 
wMch is to cover "unpaid public employes 
and bonds due for local improvements." 


The per capita indebtedness of CM- ~go 


is not high. Its note for 80 millions is 
good. But congress will make a mistake 
if, when it authorizes such loans, it does 
not attach conditions compelling such 
a change in the laws or practices of a 
state like Illinois that will avoid a re- 
currence of the chaos into wMch Big Bill 
The Builder has thrown America's second 
city and the burden under wMch Mr. Cer- 
mak has manfully staggered since he took 
office. 


We gather from press dispatches that 


a substantial part of the difficulty in 
CMcago is its inability to collect assessed 
taxes. The inability of the taxpayer to 
pay is not involved. He is fighting the 
city because of the way he was robbed, 
because of the corruption and double 
dealing that took place under a previous 
administration. It seems that taxpayers 
start an action to restrain the collection 
of a tax and are given a temporary in- 
junction. That holds the city off and the 
crowded condition of the court calendars 
prevents a hearing and appeal short of 
several years. 


Congress should not permit loans of 


this kind unless the laws of a common- 
wealth are changed to prevent such mud- 
dles. 


A statute of Wisconsin might serve as 


an example. Our law provides that 
"whenever any action is commenced . . . 
to restrain the issuing of any tax cer- 
tificate or to set aside any tax for any 
error or defect ... within twenty days 
after commencement of such action the 
plaintiff ... shall pay to the officer 
entitled to receive the same, the amount 
of taxes, interest and charges ... as a 
condition" of maintaining said action." A 
court will not listen to a man's complaint 
until he shows he had already paid the 
tax. 


The state may or may not be right in 


the particular assessment. But the state 
must live. Men and women will wither 
away and die. But the state must go on 
like the rivers, forever. The tax may be 
a hardsMp or a wrong upon some indi- 
vidual, and in exceptional cases, may 
bankrupt Mm. But the state must not, 
under any circumstances, permit itself to 
become financially embarrassed—nor oth- 
erwise hazard its existence. 


This superiority of the government 


over the individual called sovereignty 
necessitates, even compels, 
preferences 


that cannot be given as between other 
persons. Taxes must be paid. If the 
courts determine that the tax was im- 
properly collected they order the gov- 
ernment to repay it, wMch gives the au- 
thorities the opportunity of including the 
amount to be repaid in the budget and 
make the necessary and proper assess- 
ment therefor. 


Laws should not exist that permit a 


strike, however just as to the particular 
point involved, of the taxpayer against 
the government. 


That's what they've had in CMcago. 


BOVIXE TUBERCULOSIS DECREASES 


Note should be made of the rapid prog- 


ress that is being made toward the eradi- 
cation of bovine tuberculosis. 


Since 1922 when fotu- per cent of all 


the cattle in the United States were tu- 
bercular, the Department of Agriculture 
has announced a reduction to 1.4. 


On July first, 1923 but seventeen coun- 


ties within four states were reported as 
tuberculosis-free. Now the records show 
that 1,422 counties, or 46.3 per cent of the 
total number in the country, are prac- 
tically free of tMs disease. 
Of equal 


interest is the fact that all of the coun- 
ties in each of seven states come within 
this classification, These states are Maine, 
North Carolina, Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, 
Wisconsin and Idaho. Three other states, 
North Dakota, Nevada and Utah, are al- 
most tuberculosis-free and expect to reach 
the goal within the year. 


These results have been possible only 


through favorable public opinion and the 
laudable cooperation of farmers and herd 
owners with state and national authori- 
ties. Instances of resistance to this for- 
ward step have been few and isolated, 
the most notable being the rebellion 
among Iowa farmers against the provi- 
sions of that state's tuberculin-test law. 


While the report shows there still re- 


main large areas where the disease is a 
menace to public health, these districts 
will rapidly be brought under control, 
if the present rate of progress is main- 
tained.

Out of the daily bag of mail I es- 


imate we get half a peck of let- 
ers quoting what the doctor said 
and asking for interpretation of 
Jie doctor's occult language. On the 
ground that this is a health service 
we usually regret our inability to 
undertake the interpretation, tho 
no narrow dictates of medical 
ethics can deter me from exposing 
_heer hokum when that is obvious, 
for instance, if a patient goes to 
Jie doctor complaining of heart 
rouble and the doctor feels his 
muse and tells Jvm it is a cardiac 
listurbance, I'd just as soon inform 
he patient that he has been had. 
But-such cases are not so common 
nowadays as they were 
a few 


years ago. I do not doubt a car- 
nation by any other name would 
smell as bad: not that I have any- 
thing against carnations, but some- 
how their ghastly aroma always 
gives me the guiltiest feeling—as 
tho T should have tried some other 
treatment. 
"This is what our family doctor 
found," writes one correspondent —- 
"Cystocele, Rectocele, Endocervic- 
itis, Fibromyomata. "What do these 
terms mean? He said that all her 
organs had fallen, and an operation 
would probably be necessary to 
give any permanent relief.

It is desired to express first 
the idea of repeal and second the 
substitute which would go into ef- 
fect immediately upon the accep- 
tance of the -whole resolution by 
bwo-thirds of the congress and 
three-fourths of the states. 


AH sides are agreed that the rati- 
Bcation shall be by state conven- 
tions delegates to which shall be 
elected at elections separate and 
distinct from, any other elections. 
Provision for such elections will 
have to be made by state laws and 
this of course means that state leg- 
islatures will have to meet and pass 
upon the question of how delegates 
to_the state conventions shall be 
apportioned and elected. 


Delay Almost Certain 


Under ordinary circumstances the 
legislatures of about forty states 
meet in January, 1933, and most of 
tVipm do not meet again until Jan- 
uary, 1935, so that unless 
special 
sessions are called it is doubtful 
whether the proposed substitute 
amendment or the repeal of the 
eighteenth amenflment alone could 
possibly be acted upon until Jan- 
uary, 1935. Even if special sessions 
should be called it would become 
necessary for every state to pass 
legislation arranging for the state 
conventions. Thirteen state legisla- 
tures desiring to block the passage 
of the new amendment could simp- 
ly delay action on laws to bring 
about state conventions.

Wisconsin. 


Madison — A total cherry produc- 


tion of 6,200 tons or four pounds 
for every man, woman and child in 
the state is estimated for "Wiscon- 
sin tfris year by the crop reporting 
service of the state and federal de- 
partments of agriculture. 


The condition of the cherry crop 


in^June is estimated at 85 per cent 
of normal compared with 83 per 
cent in 1931 and 68 per cent in 
1930. 
Production in 1931 was 6,000 


tons, while in 1930 it was 5,200 
tons and in 1929 the yield was 4,- 
600 tons. 


Of the 719,388 cherry trees in the 
state, Door-co alone nag 606,177 
trees or 84. per cent of the entire 
cherry orchard of the state, but in 
addition Door-co produces 93 per- 
cent of the Wisconsin crop. At the 
present time '455,000 trees or 63 
per cent are at bearing age. The 
Eickapoo valley and Bayfield pen- 
insula have a small commercial 
production of cherries, but the great 
bulk of the state's crop comes from 
Door-co. 


Nationally, Wisconsin ranks sev- 
enth among states in cherry pro- 
duction with New ^ork, Michigan, 
and California heading the list. 
The Michigan crop is estimated this 
year at 22,500 tons. 


Most of the Wisconsin's cherry 


crop is canned, the crop reporting 
service says, but a small amount is 
sold fresh and the remainder is 
cold-packed to be used in the na- 
tion's cherry pies.

Emergency Crops 


Several Are Repairing and 


Painting Their Farm

land cutting hay, Canadian thistles 
and wild mustard which has infest-, 
ed their land.

In one field he planted six acres 


of soybeans; in another field of 12 
acres, Sudan grass on low land, and 
another, lowland field, three acres 
of Sudan grass for pasture. With 
these emergency crops, he win sup- 
ply bis animals with hay and pas- 
ture. 


Using nurse crops of grain, he 


has made Ms usual seedings of alf- 
alfa and sweet clover. HIS grain and 
corn crops are very promising. - 
The Ziewacz family -was out in a 


field of kidney beans last Friday 
morning picking Rose-Chafers, a 
pest that is stripping plants about 


two feet tan of leaves and blot* 
scans. He sprays the plants, but as 
'soon as he kills one invasion of the* 
pests another army appears. The 
pests are also snipping the -leaves. 
from spring seedings of alfalfa.
